In the dlges- 
tors the chips arc. heated with the 
liquor for about four liours, when 
tlie wood becomes a soft pulpy mass. 
Outlines Process 
Tlic Ilciuor Is separated from the 
pulp ill tlie Brown stock washer, the 
pul]) is diiuiod wiiii ivaii-r and vlien 
wnl lu the liiickenei'. Tiie Ijleacher 
wiiltfii.s it. afir-r which the pulp goes 
llirougii the drying machine, over 
twenty steam dryers. It Is then coin- 
ircsscd and. put in bales lor shlp- 
rtient.

This was done in such a manner that 
in spite of tho tremendous field it 
was necessary for tho sitbakcr to cov- 
er, at no time did ho over become 
triio or borcsomc.

Height of Perfection of Craft 
Illustrated by Slides 
And Drawings ' 

Pointing out the often unrealised 
beauties of stained glass, and the 
higli degree of craftsmanship to 
which tiic cuddle Age artisans 
brought their work, Mr. Peter Ha 
worth, a glass designer from Toron- 
to addressed the Architectural Soci- 
ety at their meeting last night. He 
Illustrated his lecture with drawings 
and slides and sliowed the tine col 
orlng that w.i.3 used. 

"Work In stained glass, was almost 
a dead craft SO years ago, and has 
but lately been revived," stated Mr. 
Haworth. It befifan in the twclvth, 
century as a means of - decoration In 
tho church, and also to enhance the 
religious mood suggested hy the ar- 
chitecture, and improved up to tho 
fifteenth century. From this date on 
it began to decline slowl.v, until its 
practical annihilation. 

Modern Procedure 

The modern procediiro for the 
making of stained gla.is was outlined 
by the spenkor. The outline of the 
window opening Is traced full size, 
and a small scale di-awlng made of 
it. This latter Is used for the work- 
ing out of the design which after' be 
ing approved Is redrawn full size. -The 
Kla.ss craftsman now takes charge of 
operations, and cuts the pieces of 
glass to tho required sizes. Color is

"Tho romance of Glastonbury lies 
in Us antUpilty and the memories of 
the pa-st cvoltod by niins. Its ori- 
gin, unlllin that of any of llic other 
ISngllsh abbeys, Is shrouded In mys- 
tery. Tho story of Its founding is not 
written In manuscript.*! for all to sco, 
but hidden In add and obscure refcr- 
bnces." 

In tlios'i Miirds .Mr. Pliil.p .1. Turnor. 
lecturer of the Department of Archi- 
tecture at JrcGlll, chrystalllscd tlio 
substance of his remarks for the 
benefit of his audience, the St. James 
r.ltoi-ary Sorlcly, in his address to 
llicni last iiiglit. 

Glastonbnr.v is .'ïituatcd In Somer- 
set, about fifteen miles from the 
Bristol Channel at the present day. 
In tho d.twn oC history, all tho land 
lying between Gl.astonbury Tor and 
the coast was almost always under 
water. On .i, certain pieoo of land 
which was prncWcallj- an island the 
early inhabitants built a village, • sur- 
rounded hy a palisade. From the 
nature of tho land this vlllago w.a.; 
dasily defended from neighbouring 
m.arauders and so became a sort of 
refuge. 

. Surrounded with Superstition 

It was only natural that the super- 
stitious inhabitants should associate 
various deities with this haven. In 
particular a god G last or Avalon was 
connected willi tlie place. Gradually 
arose the legend ot tho Vale of 
Avalon, so familiar to readers of 
Morte D'Arthur, where the heroes 
went after death In battle, and where 
was .1 cauldron of regeneration in 
which was brewed a sort ot elixir ot 
life. ^ 

These Celtic legends slowly merged

Often Repressed 

Dr. Tait Discusses Dniotions 
And Feelings 

'The giildhm foive.s in liii.s world 
are our emotions and fcoliiigs," .«:ild 
Ur. Ttiit head of tho licpartnieiu ol 
I'syidiology of tills uiiivcrsiiy In lec- 
turing on Child Psydiology ycsterdliy 
afternoon in the Westniount Y. .M. 
C. A. He said that there aro two 
forms of inherited behaviour, namely 
emotions and feelings. Our emotions 
consist of ansor, tV.ir. fo.<i.'ntiiiont. 
love, etc., while foelings deal mere- 
ly with pleasantness and unpleasant- 
ness. 

L>r. Talt remarked that people aro 
loath lo use their reasoning powers, 
they arrive at conclusions first and 
reason them out after. This accounts 
for the differences of opinion thai 
e.\lst. Tho training of a Lliild is 
merely the directing of his amotions 
and feelings in certain ways. Ulti- 
mately fundamentally and b.tsically 
emotions aro tho mainspring ot all 
human forms of activities.

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Perplexity 

117HILE it must be admitted tliat these 
last few days before the Christmas 
holidays is hardly the time to bring up the 
woman question a^ain, we feel that we can 
hardly let the controver.sy lag until after 
the „j-iecess when the effect of Jlrs. 
Vad^ffl^letter will have been forgotten. 

Now that the question of whether a 
woman i.s a I^IcGill student or not has been 
settled forever it is time to move on to 
more concrete issues. What are we going 
to do about it? How do we stand legally? 
Frankly, the whole issue is rather compli- 
cated and it is unlikely that any single 
editorial will give a general view of any 
side of tlie discussion. As Avee see it, the 
existing constitution of the Students' 
Society excludes women, presumably on 
the . ground that they arc not McGill stu- 
dent.s. But now it has been proved, or at 
least strongly urged, that women arc Mc- 
Gill students. That- is, one part of the stu- 
dent body has formed a clo.^ed corporation 
to ericlude the other pari, which seems to 
us just a trifle unfair. We realize, of course, 
that there are weighty legal doctrines to 
be looked into on the subject of closed 
corporations which are being disregarded 
here. 

Now, certainly, a closed corporation 
■which excludes part of the student body 
cannot be re]ire.sentative of that student 
body, so looked at from this angle neither 
the Students' Society nor the Executive 
Council can claim to be representative of 
the whole undergraduate body. It is an 
interesting speculation that the fraihers 
of the Constitution in 1908 may hot have 
had the right to exclude women and that 
they acted beyond their powers in putting 
in the exclusion clause! 

While male undergraduates have for 
the pa&i week been hard at wçrk on dis- 
cussions of the problem, no sign of interest 
has come from those who should be most 
deeply interested — the women themselves. 
Do they want to join with the men in the 
formation of a truly representative Stu- 
dents' Society? Those against the amal- 
gamation would argue 'that the McGill 
Women Students' Society has worried 
along very nicely for a long time and will 
])robably contiime to do so. What, then, is 
to be gained in a union with the men? The 
final clinching argument would be a refer- 
ence to a certaiji fee of seventeen dollars 
which all male undergraduates' are obliged 
to pay. 

If the present Constitution, in spite of 
■what may be our fallacious arguments 
above, .should be found impervious to legal 
attack, the movement to include women 
must come from the main body of the male 
' undergraduates in the form of an amend- 
ment at one of the semi-annual meetings. 

: Some time ago the Council appointed 
a committee to woi'k with a similar group 
fr oxmt hei| ^ ^^^ in a report on 

thè^KUîSaonPîn^^«^iiment, when tabled, 
j-ecoramended a ."jtatus quo and the matter 
was effectively shelved. That was two years 
ago, and feeling lias changed since then 
The time has now come for further action 
— perluip.s another committee— perhaps an 
out and out ame^idment. 

Meanwhile we wish that someone 
would put us right if there are flaws in the 
legal argument.

Indulgence Jn tho foriiis of- such a creod^ 
would go far to take one's mind from the very reaj 
but over-depressing status quia. Such o. creed among 
tho simple and downtro(}dei^ farmer folk might 
reach, practical hclghta In keeping up tlicir morale. 
. But we think that this very tine creed has fallen 
upon MS Just about thrqe centuries too lute. It Is re- 
g'rottable that the Puritans were not imbued with 
It, Instead ot their bluc-stocklnged ' beliefs which, 
through heritnee, woigli down our .ability to live 
and desire even to the jiresent day. The thought, 
at least, is pleasant, but oven on this cnllghlonod 
campus we dare but little to venture It, lest a local 

board of morals t'ako cognizance

Shows Beauties 

lu Stained Glass 



fConllnuiid from I'ago One) 
apiilied in a number of ways. One 
method employs a point that .has an 
affinity for glass, which when baked 
becomes part i>f the Khisa itself. 
Chemicals arc iisi.il to procure vari- 
ous stains, an iiiiportaiil ono bi.liiB 
Nitrate of Silver, wliii-ii wa.s dlsi-ov- 
ered In the ]5th centurj- to produce 
a yellow color hitherto unattainable. 

The implements used fur Htoining 
the glass are very simple, and consist 
chiefly of some very fine bru.shcp. A 
free brush iiioveiiicnt is ncces.sary 
foriPainling on gl.a.fs. In order to get 
clear lines and masses. Very often 
a colored glass is used as a base, and 
the form of tho picture is painted 
on in brown tints. ■ The glass can 
bo cut in various shapes, but : the 
workers niupt bi- careful to use such 
that will not liiial; i asily. rieecf; 
are made to Incliiilc as lart;f- .'i sec- 
tion of lite picture as po.sslljle, an^ 
the lead cames which hold thu glass 
in place often cleverly outline these 
sections. 

The earliest stained (.-lass, made 
during a comiiarltlvtly harhririi- per- 
iod BhowB cunning features even for 
the saints, and are profuse with bar- 
baric splendour. The Church of Our 
I<ady ot Ciiartres lias some of the 
finest windows In the world, many 
of which dale fioui this period. 
Gifts of Windows 

Gifts in the shape of stained glnsK 
windows for tho church were quite 
frequent. The donor was allowed 
much scope in llii- ihoico of Iiitj .sub- 
jecl, and ihoucli it ronl.iiiiicd some- 
thing ot religious siynlfii-anoe, it of- 
ten included ills portrait. This has 
had a ])racticai value, since students 
of liistory have lieen enable to study 
characteristics of the dress of the 
limes. After tlio ]5tli century llie 
picture of tliu donor bccaiiie no largo, 
that II over.-iliailowid the ii-ligloUfc 
subject, becoming almost a iiersonal 
advertisement 

Karly stained glass xras made to 
follow tho material rather than a 
fixed dc-jign. Tlio rraftsnian start- 
ed Willi a qiiantlly of glass and wiilt- 
ed his jiattcrn lo I lu- nuluj al rcqiiii o- 
mcnts. 'J'oday tiiis procedure is ro- 
vcrscd, said the speaifcr,' thus prov- 
ing that It is not' a true art. 
Colors Vary 

Stained glas.s windows started with 
very deep color.s, lelling little light 
Into tlie cliuich. I,uti-r when more 
light was demanded, liic color.-) bo- 
came clearer, and finally a pattern 
was evolved that allowed a compara- 
tively timull colored figure against a 
large, grey background. Ornomenta- 
tlon on the windows follows the gen- 
eral periods of decoration, and was 
mucli overdone durini,' the Itonais- 
sance. An example of the c.vri-nl to 
whldi the truth of the subject was 
stretched, was given. Sir. Haworth 
siiowed u slide of a window portray- 
ing the Lord's Supper, and some of 
the persons includod wero King 
Holomon and Phillip II of Sjiain. 

Mr. Haworlh decried llio modern 
motliod of selling stained glass at so 
much per square foot, saying that 
this did most to lower the value of 
the craft In 'the eyes of the people 
He proved his |)olnt with, a few ex- 

mples of recent work, as illuslrated 
in tho catalogues of certain manu- 
facturers, adding that one lan buy 
an angel or a. saiiil foi- a l'i.-w I'entH, 
and that the Deity liimsolf Is not 
much dearer. , ''

Chancellor Throp'p and Student Li/e

or wore transformed into llio Chris- 
tian version, by which Joseph of 
Allm;iUi'';L :iiu1 ii faithful band of 
foUowcis laiuloil In EnRland ami 
built the first Cliilptlaii flunvh at tlio 
base ot the Tor. Joseph Is supposed 
1o have brousht with him tho Holy 
Grail' and many people are Inclined to 
think that this Is the Celtic catildron 
In Chrliftinn fomi. , : 

Tho abbey received many grants of 
territorial sovcivipnly from SaNon 
kings, and waa by far tho Brcatost 
and richest of tho abbeys oC ItS lime. 
From the number ot kings and p-eat 
barons of the realm Interred within 
lis walls It l.s often referred to as 
"tho ■Westminster Abbey of Saxon 
EnBland." 

At the time ot tho oompllalion of 
the Doomsday Hook In lOSfi, it was 
still the most flourishing of tho Kng 
llsh monasteries, but almost exactly 
a century later a catastrophe ocpured 
The clr.iri-b ils.>ir .iiiil all of the neigh 
bourlng buil.lluKs wop' buine.l to the 
grotind. !>o grcaily w.^Ji tlie lus.s fell 
that tho king, ironry II, offered to 
vchulld It hlms^clf. 

Restina-place of Arthur 
About th:s llmc there arose n 
tnizf for tombs, ami ll was not long 
before the good monks of clnstonburv 
had themselves well supplied. First, 
lifter diligent soareblng. were 
coyercd the purpo.sed last resting- 
place.-» ot King Arthur and his con- 
sort riulnlverc, icuiiiletc with ."kolr- 
lons and a halln insi-ripllon wlii.-h 
hiia since i>rovod to bo :i foi-gery. 
Then some citinen of I-ondon who had 
had a dream about Joseph migrated 
lo the abbey where ho soon unearthed 
tliat good inan'.s bones. 

Xccitlows to say ili.- nu".ili> profit- 
ed iiy lliese iliscovcri''.^- Miracles 
occurred wllli astonishing frer|uency 
and the popularity of the .abbey In- 
creased greatly, if such a thing were 
linsjiiblo. It is probalile that tho abbey 
rcaelu'd Its fioMen .^ee aliout the 
beginning of liio .-,M.f!ilh .ontury. 
und yet Inside of fifty years tiifre 
remained nothing except a few old 
monks and a dilapidated building. 
Destroyed by Henry VIII 
Henry VIII. bavin.;,- scvonnl re- 
lations with the ToP'-. aii'I desiring 
more money In his . off. ys, jiass.-d the 
Act of .Supremac.v. He hoped that tho 
clergy would not agree to this so that 
he might have an excuse for confis- 
cating ih"!r property, but the prelate 
of Glaslonl'ury .-igned a doclanition, 
still extent, approving of tlie Act. 

It then devolved upon Thomas 
Cromwell, tiie '•ftmo-dainnOe;' of tho 
king to trump up a charge of treason 
against tlic inoffon.slve brethren. A 
cause was speedily found, and the 
abbot and two of tlic- uionlis were 
hanged, drawn, and quartered, .-ind 
their domaJns and their gold plate 
reverted to the Crown, Thus ended 
the career of the great Abbey of 
Glastonbury.
